1. This action is in response to applicant's submission, responsive to tlie Ex parte 
Quayle action mailed August 25, 2006. Applicant's new 'Figure 5' is accepted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 4-14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, 
taken as a whole does not teach or render obvious the claimed combination wherein 
comprising an electromotive device for adjusting a control element including a plurality 
of intermeshing gear wheels, a brushless drive motor with an external rotor including 
an output journal having a tooth portion in engagement with a helical spur gear wheel, 
the output journal having an evoloid gear tooth system with three teeth. Relative to 
the prior art of record, there is no suggestion or motivation to combine all of the 
claimed elements.
